For Central 
New Surface Coming 


Bids for the rehabilitation of North 
Central Expressway (U.S. 75) were 
received the latter part of June and 
the contract was awarded to the 
Eisenhour Construction Company by 
the State Highway and Public 
Transportation 
Commission 
for 
$797,752.84. The project extends from 
the vicinity of Spur 366, Woodall 
Rogers Freeway, to the Collin County 
Line for a distance of about fifteen 
miles. 
The project specifications require 
that an innovative method be used to 
remove the damaged roadway sur­ 
face material caused by the severe 
weather during the winter of 1976 
1977. The specifications require that a 


machine be furnished capable of 
removing not less than a six-foot wide 
strip of material in a continuous 
movement along the freeway. 
This 
treatm ent 
would 
have 
produced an exposed sharp edge in 
the direction of travel within the 
traffic lane and cause the motorist to 
straddle this uneven surface. The 
minimum width of six feet, if used by 
the contractor, would have resulted in 
some inconvenience to the motorist. 


Eisenhour Construction Company 
has advised the highway department 
that they now can provide a machine 
that allows a 12-foot surface to be 
treated instead of the minimum six- 


foot width. Therefore, the traveled 
roadway will remain in service with 
the total twelve foot lanes in most 
instances during the construction 
period. 
Normally a period of 30 days is 
allowed the Contractor to plan the 
work and assemble equipment after 
the work order is issued to begin the 
execution of the contract. This 
equipment 
is 
presently 
being 
assembled and should be available to 
begin work sometime after the middle 
of August. 
Motorists are cautioned to observe 
the warning signs and exert extreme 
care while traveling through the 
construction area.

On All Pre-Schoolers

Almost 7,000 children under the age 
of five are the target of a new Gladys 
Harrington Public Library program. 
The youngsters, many of whom are 
in Plano’s 20 licensed day care cen­ 
ters, will be invited to spend an hour a 
week in the library for stories, games, 
films, arts and crafts. 
While the children are enjoying 
themselves, their supervisors will be 
learning how to teach them other 
things. Librarian Maribelle Davis 
plans to use a $17,042 grant from the 
Texas Dept, of Public Welfare to train 
child care personnel. 
Story 
telling 
techniques, 
educational toys, games, puppetry 
and audio-visual materials will be 
used in the training program which is 
designed to help the child care per­ 
sonnel to perform their duties in a 
more professional manner. 
“Hands on training—and by that I 
mean they’ll get their hands in the 
clay—will be available in the mor­ 
nings while the children take part in 
the Me, Myself & I program,” she 


said. “There will also be four free 
evening lectures on social and 
educational development, first aid 
and nutrition for the adults.” 
Most of the grant monies will be 
used to buy 2,100 books for the pre­ 
schoolers. The volumes will form a 
rotating collection to be placed in the 
participating day care centers. 
Jeanne Jones has also been hired 
for the six-week pilot program to 
prepare the training course, recruit 
participants, 
schedule 
special 
programs and evaluate the project. 
Ora Flores will coordinate the 
program on a part-time basis. 
Three-year-olds will be scheduled 
for their activities from 9 a.m. until 
9:45 a m. beginning Monday with four 
and five-year-olds having fun from 
10:30 a m. until noon. The classes will 
be held once a week for four weeks, 
and each session is limited to 20 
children. 
The first evening session for adults 
will be held at 7:30 p.m. on Aug. 8 
Geraldine Haggard, 
director of 
Headstart for the Plano Independent 


School District, will discuss the in­ 
tellectual development of children.

Mrs. Hill is a counselor in the PISD

To this drug is added one or two 
antihistamines that are noted for 
their sedative-producing side ef­ 
fects. 
Another favorite ingredient 
is 
salicymide. It not only causes a 
mild form of drowsiness but works 
as a pain reliever for small muscle 
pains, 
headache 
or 
other 
un­ 
comfortable feelings which make 
sleep difficult. 
These preparations work fairly 
well in some cases, but if used 
frequently over a long period of 
time, the results seem to diminish. 
Also for other medical reasons, 
some people shouldn't take stuff 
with Scopolamine in it.

Meany Can Rejoice 


Not too long 
ago 
George 
Meany, president of the AFL- 
CIO, was upset with President 
Carter’s seeming indifference to 
organized labor. Now, however, 
Mr. Meany has cause to rejoice. 
Mr. Carter is supporting amend­ 
ments to the National Labor 
Relations Act that would load the 
dice for labor against business. 
One amendment would permit 
union organizers to address em­ 
ployes during work hours and on 
company premises — provided 
that an employer also had ad­ 
dressed his employes under the 
same conditions. This amend­ 
ment obviously would discour­ 
age employers from discussing 
labor 
problems 
with 
their 
employes and thus give unions a 
decided edge — because labor 
can effectively lobby workers in 
off-hours and off company 
property. 
Another amendment would 
require, upon evidence of suffi­ 
cient support from a plant’s 
workers, that organizing elec­ 
tions concerning unionization 
take place within 15 days. Such 
elections now have no deadlines, 
and on average they take place 
after 45 days. By forcing elec­ 
tions considerably earlier, this 
amendment could bring about 
impulsive actions. Too, it would 
disable employers’ efforts to 
present workers with proposals 
for higher pay, more fringe 


benefits and the like — proposals 
that 
might 
make 
a 
non­ 
organized job marginally more 
rewarding. 
Still 
another 
amendment 
would prevent verification of 
voter eligibility before elections 
occur. Once a union garners 
enough signatures to authorize 
an election it is held. Whether 
the signatures were authentic 
doesn’t have to be decided until 
later. 
One notes that these amend­ 
ments would aid labor in parts of 
the country where it is organized 
least — parts of the Southwest 
and all of the South. Why Mr. 
Carter should anger his own 
region eludes us. For that mat­ 
ter, it eludes us why Mr. Carter 
seeks to anger the entire coun­ 
try. Opinion polls don’t indicate 
any public disposition toward 
enhancing organized labor's 
power. If anything, the public is 
rather impatient with unions. 
Mr. Carter knows that com­ 
mon situs picketing and repeal of 
right-to-work laws are lost 
issues, politically. By supporting 
the amendments to the National 
Labor Relations Act, Mr. Carter 
is seeking to show labor that he 
cares. 
Inadvertently, the President 
also is showing the country that 
he disregards how it feels about 
too much power flowing 
to 
organized labor.

seeking to influence the 
Congress prior to 1977.” 
(Applause and cheers) 
Vice Chairman McBosh: 
"That is good news indeed, 
Mr. 
Chairm an, 
for 
it 
sustains our faith in the 
basic integrity of the con­ 
scientious public servants 
who make up the legislative 
branch of our government. 
"I move that the com­ 


mittee now file a final report 
showing that our dogged 
probe of every aspect of 
these scurrilous charges has 
produced no evidence of 
corruption 
among 
our 
colleagues.” 
Rep. O’Blither, ranking 
minority member: “I second 
that motion. And speaking 
for the minority I would like 
to 
commend 
our 
distinguished chairman and 
others who have held the 
reins during these difficult, 
trying years. 
“We all know they were 
under tremendous pressure 
to bring this investigation to 
a head before everyone in 
Congress at the time it began 
had either retired, been 
defeated or died in office.

a quarter of century has now 
paid dividends.” 
Crashbore: "I thank the 
gentleman, and may I just 
add that we could never have 
persevered with a hard­ 
hitting quest of this nature 
without the dedication and 
allegiance and, yes, the 
stamina of everyone, living 
and dead, who has served on 
the committee.” 
McBosh: 
"I 
wish 
to 
associate myself with the 
c h a i r m a n ’s 
r e m a r k s . 
Although I was a mere child 
when the inquiry began, I 
recall reading insinuations 


in the press that the com­ 
mittee would never get to the 
bottom of this 
m atter. 
Cynics were predicing a 
coverup or a whitewash. 
"How gratifying it is to 
have had a part in proving 
them wrong.” 
Crashbore: "Well said, 
sir. I believe we have now 
convinced even our severest 
critics that m em bers of 
Congress are capable of 
investigating each other 
without pulling any punches 
and letting the chips fall 
where they may. 
"Given enough time, the 
truth will finally come to 
light.”

No doubt insurance people will call the latest flood in 
the Johnstown, Pa., area "an act of God.” Justifiably 
so, for stationary clouds dumped nearly 9 inches of rain 
within eight hours on the Conemaugh River in one of 
the narrowest, most hemmed in portions of its valley. 
Flood water channels designed to handle once-in-a- 
century rainfall proved inadequate for such a sustained 
downpour. 
Johnstown became symbolic of flooding back in 1889, 
when a vast earthen dam upstream from the city gave 
way, sending a wall of water down the valley. The 
human contribution to that loss of life was plainer than 
in this latest one. 
Probably most of the people in the Conemaugh valley 
will clean up the mess and digest the damage as best 
they can and stay right there, hoping the floods won’t 
come again in their lifetimes. 
What else is there to do? More will be spent on flood 
control works, no doubt. Some of the flood-vacated sites 
will remain vacant. But just as millions live, only a 
little 
nervously, 
in 
earthquake-prone 
areas 
of 
California, the Conemaugh valley will continue to be 
heavily populated. But the residents would do well to 
head for the hills the next time uninterrupted rainfall 
reaches five inches. 
Nearly every literate person in the world knows by 
now that Johnstown, Pa., is flood-prone. 


The Philadelphia Daily News 
The flood waters in Johnstown have brought out 
more than the lifeboats. They have also flushed out 
Mayor Herb Pfuhl and his insane approach to law and 
order. 
Pfuhl has managed to add to the crisis of the flood by 
ordering the Johnstown police to "shoot to kill” looters. 
Even orthodox Moslems only cut off a thief’s hand. 
Apparently, Two-Gun Herb was too busy cleaning his 
gun barrels to have absorbed the sorrowful lessons of 
Kent State and Attica. 
And he paid no attention to how the New York police 
handled the looters during last week’s blackout. 
Several thousand were arrested but not one was killed. 
The admirable restraint of the New York Police 
Department was grounded in a simple principle — a 
principle not applied at Kent State and Attica — life is 
more important than property. 


Scripps-Howard Newspapers 
Only a vulture, a vampire, a kleptomaniac or a two- 
bit hoodlum could have derived much pleasure from 
what happened to law and order when the lights went 
out in New York City the other night. 
At last count, more than 2,500 persons had been 
arrested for looting, hundreds of stores had been 
sacked, hundreds of fires had been set and dozens of 
policemen and firemen had been injured by bullets, 
bricks and flying debris. 


Now it must be conceded that shutting off the power 
in a city of eight million is bound to cause problems.

New York, to be sure, is not the only place in America 
where riots and disasters bring out the opportunists. 
More than IOO cities, including Washington, were looted 
after Martin Luther King was assassinated in 1968. 
Even in small towns, where people presumably are 
more considerate of each other, floods and tornadoes 
sometimes lead to larceny.

Wylie, who had a jaundiced view of society, may 
have been unduly pessimistic.

To calculate the E.E.R. of 
your air conditioner, divide 
the cooling capacity in 
BTUH by the power input in 
watts. This will equal the 
E.E.R. As an example: Unit 
No. I is a 4 ton, 48,000 BTUH 
air conditioner and con­ 
sumes 7,200 watts. Calculate 
as follows: 
48,000 BTU 
divided by 7,200 watts equals 
6.7 BTU’s (6.7 E.E.R.) of 
cooling for every watt of 
power used. Unit No. 2 is also 
a 48,000 BTUH Air con­ 
ditioner, but it only con­ 
sumes 5,600 watts of power

Swindle ‘Deals' Can Be Recognized 


NEW YORK (UPI) - If 
you hear of an opportunity 
that sounds too good to be 
true, watch out! It probably 
is too good to be true. 
Valuable advice in any 
situation, it comes from a 
spokesman for the direct 
selling industry, a business 
plagued by schemers and 
scandals 
which 
deeply 
concern legitim ate com­ 
panies in the field. 
The well known pyramid, 
in which salesm en earn 
commissions 
not 
only 
through product sales but by 
recruiting other salesmen, is 
a legitimate sales device but 
one which is particularly 
open to fraud. 
Some fraudulent pyramids 
have grown to enormous size 
before 
collapsing 
with 
trem endous 
losses 
and. 
often, the indictment and 
im prisonment 
of 
the 
promoters. 
While 
some 
of 
the 
promoters appear to be self­ 
deluded, legitimate old-line 
direct selling executives 
always are skeptical about 
that; they are inclined to 
consider most any pyramid 
selling scheme a deliberate 
swindle until it proves it 
isn’t. 
Since the legitimate door- 
todoor direct selling industry 
does $6 billion a year in sales 
and it also pays salesmen for

how to recognize the swin­ 
dles. 
“There are clear criteria 
for this,” says President 
Richard 
M. 
DeVos 
of 
Amway Corp., Ada. Mich., 
one of the larger direct 
selling houses, which had 
sales of $240 million last year 
on 200 products through 
250,000 independent sales 
people. 
De Vos said the first thing 
to be supicious about is when 
a direct selling promotion 
asks for a large initial in­ 
vestment. anywhere from 
$500 
to 
$5,000, 
usually 
nonrefundable. 
“ Bona fide 
direct selling companies 
seldom ask new sales people 
to put out more than $15 to 
$50 for an initial kit and 
frequently this is refun­ 
dable,” De Vos said. 
The next suspicious sign is 
that 
the 
promotional 
literature of the venture 
stresses the profits to be 
made by recruiting other 
salespersons instead of the 
profits from ringing door­ 
bells 
and 
selling 
m er­ 
chandise. That usually is the 
whole 
purpose 
of 
the 
pyramid swindle, to collect 
those big initial payments by 
a snowballing drive: selling 
m erchandise is of little 
importance, de Vos added. 


N e x t , 
p r o s p e c t i v e 
salespersons are advised to 
be suspicious of direct 
selling concerns that have no 
tangible 
assets. 
no 
w arehouses or m anufac­ 
turing facilities and no 
research and development 
staffs or quality control 
technicians. This is a dead 
giveway that the venture is 
not really a merchandising 
organization but only a 
financial promotion and 
quite possibly a swindle. 
Vague and unenforceable 
product guaranties, p ar­ 


ticularly 
on 
big 
ticket 
merchandise, are another 
hallmark of the direct selling 
swindle, DeVos said. The 
innocent who gets involved 
in selling for such a firm 
risks personal financial 
disaster. 
Lack 
of national 
ad­ 
vertising for the direct 
selling firm's products is 
another suspicious sign, 
Devos said. 
Finally, the legitim ate 
direct 
selling 
company 
doesn't promise to make 
anybody rich.

Kennel Cough Plagues Dogs 


If your dog suffers from 
bouts of harsh, dry, hacking 
cough, 
som etim es 
ac­ 
companied by a 
running 
nose and slight tem perature, 
it probably is a victim of a 
respiratory tract infection 
commonly known as kennel 
cough. 
Also known as infectious 
tracheobronchitis, 
kennel 
cough is an inflammation of 
the trachea (windpipe) and 
the bronchial tubes (bran­ 
ches of the trachea leading 
into the lungs). The name 
“kennel cough” is derived 
from the fact that closely 
confined anim als in kennels, 
dog shows, and obedience 


schools are frequently ex­ 
posed to and become in­ 
fected with kennel cough. 
Infection 
by 
canine 
distem per 
and 
canine 
parainfluenza viruses as 
well as certain bacteria, are 
thought to 
be 
p rim ary 
causes of the disease. Kennel 
cough is highly contagious, 
and can lead to development 
of more serious conditions. 
The dry harsh cough may 
last from several days to 
several w eeks. In m ore 
serious cases, the affected 
dog 
will 
have 
obvious 
resp irato ry d istress and 
nasal discharge along with 
the cough. Dogs vaccinated 


for distemper and parain­ 
fluenza usually experience 
less severe kennel cough 
infections. 
Each time the dog coughs 
to clear mucus from its 
throat, the m em branes of 
the upper air passages are 
irritated. The irritation in 
turn triggers more coughing. 
In an animal not vaccinated 
against 
the 
m ajor 
respiratory diseases, kennel 
cough can easily develop 
into pneumonia. 
There is no rapid cure for 
kennel cough. T reatm ent 
m ay req u ire antibiotics, 
cough 
d ep ressan ts, 
and 
sometimes 
bronchodilators

‘Arts to Masses’ Mondale’s Theme

Joan Adams Mondale, wife 
of Vice President Walter 
Mondale, visited D allas’ 
Museum 
of 
Fine 
Arts 
Wednesday. 
Mrs. Mondale conferred 
with Harry S. Parker III, 
museum director, to discuss 
plans for an exhibition of 
contem porary a rt works 
from museums in the South­ 
west to be shown next year in 
the Vice President’s home. 
The exhibit is to be coor­ 
dinated 
by 
the 
Dallas 
museum and is one in a 
series of exhibitions lent for 
one year by museums in 
various parts of the country. 
After a brief tour of the 


museum Wednesday af­ 
ternoon, 
Mrs. 
Mondale, 
wearing a lavender suit, 
faced reporters for a short 
press conference. 
She has been calced the 
Carter 
adm inistration’s 
“arts advocate”, traveling 
throughout the nation to 
meet 
with 
artists 
and 
craftspeople to determine 
the best ways for the 
government to help the arts. 
“People say art is a frill,” 
she 
told 
the 
media 
representatives. “Well, art 
is an employment. Artists 
are unemployed, and they 
need jobs, too,” she said, 
quietly hammering on the 
Carter campaign these of 
wiping out unemployment. 


She is in favor of far 
greater expenditures by the 
government for art, 
she 
said, adding that she hopes 
to draw attention to “how 
important art is.” 
She feels 
the federal 
government doesn’t spend 
“nearly enough” money to 
aid the arts, but she quickly 
added that to properly 
develop 
a rt 
program s 
requires not only federal but 
also state, local and private 
efforts. 
The Dallas Museum of 
Fine Arts has recently been 
awarded a $75,000 grant 


under 
the 
Challenge 
Program of the National 
Endowment for the Arts, a 
program which requires that 
at least $3 in private funds be 
raised for each $1 in federal 
funds during a three-year 
period, encouraging the 
local participation Mrs. 
Mondale advocates. 
“ The Challenge Grant 
Program 
embodies 
the 
Carter administration role 
for the arts because it 
m arshalls all levels of 
support on the arts’ behalf. It 
brings together the private 
sector with the public sec­ 


tor; federal, state and local 
levels of government. It is 
this type of cooperation that 
has proven most effective in 
encouraging 
long-term 
financial security for our 
cultural institutions,” said 
Mrs. Mondale. 
Asked about the concept 
many people have of art as a 
rich people’s interest, Mrs. 
Mondale said all levels of 
society must be encouraged 
to take an interest in the 
arts. 
The 
National 
Endowment for the Arts has 
granted seed money to all 
types of art groups, she said, 


citing examples such as a 
school for arts established in 
Harlem. 


She also feels that the 
value of craft works as art 
should be recognized. “The 
crafts are unique in being an 
art form with the potential of 
becoming 
economically 
viable on a large scale,” she 
said, calling crafts 
“the 
people’s art.” 


Mrs. Mondale, herself a 
student of pottery-making, 
studied history, art and 
French 
at 
M acalester 
College in St. Paul, Minn.

The Visible Woman

“We have trouble getting 
ahold of everything — funds, 
supplies, services and volun­ 
teers. Everything, that is, ex­ 
cept women who need to 
come here,” said Tia, a 
somewhat discouraged para­ 
professional volunteer at 
Boston’s Elizabeth Stone 
House, a refuge and therapy 
center for women in psy­ 
chiatric crisis. 
It’s a lonely looking house 
on a lonely looking street in a 
somewhat run-down neigh­ 
borhood of Jamaica Plain of 
Boston. But ifs large, it’s 
close to a bus route and the 
landlord was sympathetic to 
the cause. So the house is 
where it is, and happy to be 
open, after three hand-to- 
mouth years, and a two- 
month shut down to raise 
money, paint some rooms, 
and put up curtains. 
Mostly Elizabeth Stone 
House gets ignored. Many 
residents of Boston don’t even 
know it exists TTiose who do 
are frightened by the notion 
that Stone House calls itself a 
collective and presumes to 
offer an alternative to mental 
institutions. 
Elizabeth Stone House was 
the dream of a woman who’d 
twice been a patient at a 
mental hospital, and felt that 


the experience harmed more 
than helped her. The house 
was named for a 19th Century 
woman who was committed 
to 
an 
asylum 
because, 
against her family’s will, 
she’d converted from being a 
Methodist to the Baptist reli­ 
gion. During the two years of 
her institutionalization, 
Elizabeth Stone kept a de­ 
tailed account of her experi­ 
ences, and eventually pub­ 
lished them with money she’d 
earned working at the Lowell 
Mills. 
Operating on the theory 
that it is often just as impor­ 
tant for a woman to change 
her environment as to change 
her thinking, the Stone House 
offers shelter to about 130 
women a year. 
“We have provided refuge 
for women with many differ­ 
ent struggles; a young wom­ 
an who had lived for six years 
in continual fear of being 
raped by her father; a prosti­ 
tute trying to escape her 
pimp; a woman with a 6- 
month-old daughter running 
away from her violent drug- 
addicted husband; a woman 
who had been psychiatrically 
hospitalized ll times in the 
past seven years and given 
repeated 
shock 
treat­ 
ments, ...” says the collec­ 
tive’s literature. 
While 
it 
seems that some of these 


women have obvious solu­ 
tions to their troubles, it’s of­ 
ten not that simple. They 
need a chance to get their 
heads straight as well. They 
may be near the brink of a 
breakdown. 
What makes the house dif­ 
ferent is that women can 
bring their children along if 
they want to. At any one time 
you are likely to find at least 
six women and two children 
in the short-term quarters, 
and from four to six women in 
the 
upstairs, 
long-term 
therapy unit.

Q. We’re about to start 
finishing a basement in our 
home which we’d like to 
make into a den and guest 
room. But we really are 
pretty .strapped for decorat­ 
ing funds because our con­ 
struction 
work 
is costing 
more than we estimated. 
What ideas might you sug­ 
gest for creating a 15-by-15- 
foot room, making our dollars 
stretch as much as possible. 
A. One of the best ways I 
know is to scout garage sales, 
church fairs and auctions as 
well as secondhand shops and 
thrift shops where you can 
often pick up offbeat items 
and lavish some care on them 
.to create unusual and decora­ 
tive furnishings for your 
home. For example, even an 
old dentist’s chair becomes a 
conversation piece when it is 
reupholstered in flame red 
vinyl fabric with brass nail­ 
heads adding a bit of luster. 
If you keep your eyes open 
you can often come upon 
somebody’s castoff that is 
just right for you. Chests that 
make handy storage for tele­ 
vision sets and stereos can 
provide a traditional accent 
across a wall.

stoves make grand instant 
fireplaces. 
If you’re planning this as a 
guest room, I’d plan for at 
least one twin bed and two if 
possible. Instead of using tra­ 
ditional bedspreads, you 
might buy bolsters 
and 
tailored covers to create 
sofas out of the beds — grand 
for guests as well as the fam­ 
ily which may use the room 
when your guests are gone. 
Plan plenty of color in the 
room with lots of white or 
another light color because 
basements are always on the 
dark side and can be dreary 
with too much dark paneled 
wood.

Future Shock Now 
Affecting Millions 


It is an illness which shall 
become much more common 
in the decade ahead. It is a 
sickness called “Future 
Shock.” 
In various degrees, it is af­ 
fecting millions. As yet there 
is no cure for Future Shock, 
except isolation. 
In some cases, the illness is 
quite mild and causes only 
minor upset, such as feelings 
of frustration, tenseness, 
anxiety, nervousness and ex­ 
treme irritability. In more 
severe cases, the symptoms 
are shattering. It is seen in 
physical, emotional and 
mental disturbance. 
What is Future Shock? 
What causes it? When it hits 
us, are we going to be able to 
survive? This concept has 
been introduced into our lan­ 
guage by a sociologist named 
Alvin Toffler. He says Future 
Shock is brought about by the 
distress of rapid change 
which results in emotional 
and physical disturbance. 
Toffler describes our pres­ 
ent unbelievable rate of 
change, which we all ex­ 
perience in our super-in­ 
dustrialized society. He uses 
the illustration of man’s his­ 
tory as being 800 lifetimes 
long. “If the last 50,000 years 
of men’s existence were di­ 
vided into lifetimes of ap­ 
proximately 62 years each, 
there would be about 800 such 
lifetimes. Of these 800, 460 
were spent in caves. 
“Only during the last 70 
lifetimes has it been possible 
to communicate effectively 
from (me lifetime to another 
— as writing made it possible 
to do. Only during the last six 
lifetimes did masses of men 
ever see a printed word. Only 
during the last four has it 
been possible to measure 
time with any precision. Only 
in the last two has anyone, 


anywhere, used an electric 
motor. The overwhelming 
majority of all m aterial 
goods we use in daily life has 
been developed within the 
present, the 800th lifetime,” 
(pg. 15, “Future Shock” ). 
You and I are living in that 
800th lifetime and we are ex­ 
periencing more change than 
in all the previous 799 life­ 
times put together. Toffler 
points out that 55 per cent of 
everything now sold in the 
American supermarket, did 
not exist IO years ago. Each 
year in excess of 10,000 new 
items are put on the market 
in the package goods field 
alone. Change in life-style, 
values, locations, friends, 
jobs and all of the values that 
circle each of these items, is 
happening at a terrifying 
rate. 
Toffler points out that Fu­ 
ture Shock is not just some­ 
thing we suffer as individual 
persons. There are many 
signs of this frustrating ill­ 
ness in society itself. “The 
spreading use of drugs is just 
one.” 
There are other signs of 
Future Shock in our society. 
“The recurrent outbreak of 
vandalism and undirected 
violence, the politics of ni­ 
hilism and nostalgia, the sick 
apathy of millions,” wrote 
Dr. Toffler, “can all be better 
understood by recognizing 
their relationship to Future 
Shock.” 
Ihere is a kind of distress, 
a disturbance both physical 
and psychological, that is 
brought about by an overload 
of change. Future Shock, too 
much change in too short a 
time, is here. Some of us are 
experiencing it now. Others 
will know about it in the 
future.

Is your home adequately insured? Probably not. An 
analysis of fire losses in one state, according to the In­ 
surance Information Institute, has revealed that only one- 
third of the homeowners had enough insurance to cover half 
the replacement cost of their homes. 
Why? Inflation. Since 1967, according to Department of 
Commerce statistics, new home prices have gone up more 
than 91 percent nationally. That’s an average annual in­ 
crease of more than 9 percent. 
Translated into dollar on a national scale, it means that a 
new home purchased for an average price of $24,600. in 1967 
would cost more than $47,100. to replace today, according to 
the Bureau of the Census figures. 
Even if your policy has an escalator feature which 
automatically raises coverage periodically, you still may be 
underinsured. Ordinarily such clauses increase coverage by 
only 4 to 5 percent a year, and that may not be enough to 
offset spiraling replacement costs. 
Inflation also has made many homeowners co-insurers 
with their insurance companies for partial losses. Under a 
co-insurance clause common in most homeowner policies, 
the insured becomes co-insurer with the company in case of 
partial loss if coverage is not maintained at a specified level 
(usually 80percent of the home’s replacement value). In the 
event of total loss, the company would pay the full face value 
of the policy. However, if insurance is not maintained at the 
80 percent level, you would have to pay a portion of the 
repairs. 
Check into your policy and see if a renewal will be 
necessary to keep your policy up to date with rising inflation. 


“No news is good news" on 
the housing front, reports the 
National 
Association 
of 
Realtors in its monthly real 
estate status report. 
“There are no major cross 
currents working to push 
housing m arkets to the 
extremes of boom and bust,” 
said association Executive 
Vice President H. Jackson 
Pontius, “with the result 
that real estate activity 
continues to move along a 
steady growth path. 
“ The difficult part in 
today’s analysis is waiting 
for any developments which 
will signal a departure from 
the m aintainable growth 
now being experienced.” 
The report, prepared by 
the Realtors’ Department of 
Economics and Research, 
cautions against any ten­ 
dency 
to 
over-analyze 
monthly statistical shifts 
and to read more into 
monthly reports than ac­ 
tually is there. 
For most series of data, it 
is necessary to analyze a few 
month’s change to reveal 
significant 
trends, 
the 
reports says, and there is no 
reason now to alter the 
association’s reading of a 
healthy housing market. 
Sales 
activity 
in 
the 
existing (resale) single­ 
family home market con­ 
tinues at a stable but high 
rate, according to the report. 
In June, the seasonally 
adjusted annual sales rate 
was between 3,350,000 and 
3,450,000 homes. 
This is slightly below the 
May rate of 3,450,000, the 
report says, attributable 
mainly to the slackening 
pace of resale activity in the 
Western region. 


A slowdown in the West 
also accounts for a moderate 
dip in the sale of new homes, 
according to the report. On a 
seasonally adjusted annual 
rate basis, 720,000 new 
single-family homes were 
sold in May—3.5 percent 
below the April rate, but a 
solid 30.7 percent above the 
May 1976 level. 
New 
housing 
starts 
nationally continued at a 
lively pace, the report says, 


with only slight drops in 
June from the May level. 
Overall, 1.833,000 new units 
were started on an 
an­ 
nualized basis, an increase 
of 22.7 percent over the June 
1976 rate and 71.8 percent 
over that of June 1975. 
In that projected total, 
1.383.000 units were in the 
single-fam ily sector, and 
450.000 were multi-family, 
both 
up 
sharply 
from 
depressed levels of the past 


two years, though somewhat 
behind rates of the past three 
months. 
The nation’s savings and 
loan 
associations, 
the 
principal source of mortgage 
credit, continue to receive a 
healthy flow of new savings 
dollars, according to the 
report. After a dip in April, 
federally 
insured 
S&Ls 
received net new savings of 
$3.4 billion in May. This was 
a 20.4 percent jump over 


May 1976, and just slightly 
under the record for the 
month set in 1975. 


Mortgage lending volume 
also remains strong, the 
report says, as the S&Ls 
closed $9.6 billion in loans in 
May. That figure, and the $22 
billion 
in 
outstanding 
com m itm ents for future 
lending, were both records 
for the month. 
The lending volume ex­ 


ceeded that of May 1976 by 
47.6 percent, and the montfi­ 
end commitment figure was 
up by 34.1 percent from last 
year’s May level.
